Reward still 
posted in 
arson deaths 

A former Morgan County resi- 
dent whose mother and brother 
are believed to have been mur- 
dered in their home at Cannel 
City last year told The Courier 
last week that a $5,000 reward 
remains posted by the family for 
information about the incident 
that would lead to the arrest and 
conviction of the person or per- 
sons responsible. 

Mrs. Betty Cambra of Orange 
Park, Fla., said the State Police 
had released no information con- 
cerning the deaths of her mother, 
Berneice Elam, 81, and her dis- 
abled brother, Nathan “ Mickey” 
Elam, 54, whose charred remains 
were found in ashes of their 
burned home on April 15, 2008. 

The investigation appears to 
have gotten nowhere, Cambra 
said, adding that she wanted to 
be sure the public is aware that 
the reward is still being offered. 
“I do not intend to stop until this 
crime is solved,” she said. 

State Police said following 
their initial investigation that cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
deaths and evidence found at the 
fire scene, along with autopsy 
results, indicated that the deaths 
may have been murders. 

At the time, a State Police 
spokesman noted that a large sum 
of money thought by family 
members to have been in the 
house remained unaccounted for. 

No suspects have been named 
and Cambra said the family has 
been unable to obtain any further 
information from investigators.

PAINTSVILLE - August 10 
started out as another great sum- 
mer day for Mary A. Ward of 
Harold, a day that would see 
Mary - 22 years old at the time - 
register for nursing classes at Big 
Sandy Community and Technical 
College so she could become a 
nurse like her mother, Janice 

Everything went as planned at 
first. Mary drove her Cougar 
coupe to Paintsville and by 4:30 
p.m. she had completed her en- 
rollment, gotten her class sched- 
ule, and started home, traveling 
on Ky. 321 to the intersection 
with U.S. 23 at Turner Branch, a 
place where a tragic accident 
would spare her young life but 
would leave her a mere shadow 
of her former effervescent self. 

At approximately 5:00 p.m., 
Mary’s car was struck on U.S. 23 
by a tractor-trailer owned by a 
South Carolina company and op- 
erated by George Hand of 
Lithonia, Georgia. Mary was air- 
lifted to Saint Mary’s Hospital at 
Huntington where she fought for 
her life and where a team of doc- 
tors and nurses fought to keep her 
alive. 

After eleven weeks of inten- 



sive hospital care, followed by 
many more weeks of convales- 
cent attention, Mary was released 
home. Unfortunately, the crash 
had been so violent that Mary re- 
quires constant attention, is to- 
tally disabled and is house-con- 
fined. Home care for Mary has 
been rendered by her mother, 
Janice Ward, and by her grand- 
mother, Barbara Kidd, and her 
grandfather, Fred Kidd, until his 
recent death. 

Following the accident, Janice 
Ward unsuccessfully sought legal 
assistance. “I knew we needed 
help,” she said. “I visited a promi- 
nent law firm in Pikeville, but was 
turned down. They could not help 
me, they said. I visited another 
prominent law firm in Lexington. 
Same thing. So, I gave up, think- 



ing they knew what they were 
talking about. Then, one day my 
bother, Jerry (Kidd), said he had 
told Loyce Kirk about the situa- 
tion and told me that Loyce 
wanted me to see her husband, 
John Kirk, to see if he could help 
me. Only two weeks were left to 
do something before the two 
years was up. I met with Mr. Kirk, 
who read the letters I had from 
the two previous lawyers. He told 
me that they were probably cor- 
rect, but that he would see if he 
could help me. He filed the case 
for me and things started happen- 
ing.” 

Janice Ward said. “I believe it 
was fate that Jerry told Loyce 
about what happened.” 

“Mary was hit by a huge truck 
on US 23,” John C. Kirk said. 
“Was the truck traveling at the 
speed limit or was it going fast 
like they often do? The truck was 
traveling north coming down a 
hill toward a flashing caution 
light at Turner Branch, a very 
dangerous intersection. We filed 
it and went to work.” 

Part of “going to work” in- 
cluded Kirk’s publication of a 
Message to Witnesses, requesting 
that eye witnesses come forward. 
“That cracked the case,” Kirk 
said. “Katrina Mohl and John 
Harmon saw what happened and 
became Mary’s voice. They saw 
the truck going down hill at, they 
both estimated, 80 miles per hour. 
After that, we discovered that the 
truck driver had a number of 
speeding citations, including one 
after he hit Mary, and that he was 
finally fired by his company for 
getting speeding citations,” Kirk 
added. 

Last month a settlement me- 
diation was held and Mary’s case 
was settled for $2.5 million. 

“As far as the legal system is 
concerned,” Kirk said, “justice 
was done, but nothing in this 
world could ever start to make up 
for what happened to this young 
woman who was in the beginning 
of what should have been a long 
and good normal life. I’m happy 
that she continues to improve. 
Thank God for her supportive 
family who have rendered con- 
stant care for her. We feel privi- 
leged to have helped them.”

“We are extremely pleased to 
install stations in these two coun- 
ties in eastern Kentucky as part 
of the Kentucky Mesonet,” said 
Dr. Stuart Foster, director of the 
Mesonet and the Kentucky Cli- 
mate Center at Western Kentucky 
University. “These sites will pro- 
vide valuable data to assist Na- 
tional Weather Service meteo- 
rologists in producing forecasts 
and severe weather warnings, and 
will also provide benefits to a 
wide range of interests in the lo- 
cal area.” 

More than 30 Mesonet sites are 
operational statewide collecting 
real-time weather and climate 
data on temperature, precipita- 
tion, humidity, solar radiation,

The National 
Weather Service and media out- 
lets are utilizing the Mesonet data 
for weather forecasts and reports.

Household Hints 

• Full strength Dawn 
dishwashing liquid can be used 
for removing a ring around the 
collar of shirts and for removing 
food and grease stains from cloth- 
ing.

Let the 
mixture stay in the drain for about 
five minutes and then clear out the 
mixture by rinsing with hot wa- 
ter.

• Remove grass stains from 
sneakers by spreading molasses 
over the stains, let stand over- 
night, and wash off in the morn- 
ing.

all right there.’ It is a pleasure to 
be here today.” 

Rep. Rogers declared his op- 
position to Pres. Barack Obama’s 
universal health care reform pro- 
posal, which was met with enthu- 
siastic applause. 

“We are wrestling with a pro- 
posal the President has put forth 
on health care reform that I can- 
not support,” Rep. Rogers said. 
“We need some reform of the 
health care system - there’s no 
doubt. However, we have still the 
best system in the world. People 
come here from all over the 
world for treatment. There is a lot 
that is wrong with health care, but 
there is also a lot that is right with 
health care. 

“I don’t want to see Medicare 
or Medicaid interfered with. We 
also need to bring down the cost 
of health care. A simple way to 
do that is to enact tort reform, to 
eliminate junk lawsuits that drive 
up insurance costs and cause doc- 
tors to practice defensive medi- 
cine. This is not proposed in the 
bill. Nevertheless, we will con- 
tinue to work to make some kind 
of reform happen.” 

The representative also com- 
mented on his efforts to bolster 
Eastern Kentucky’s economy 
with his PRIDE (Personal Re- 
sponsibility in a Desirable Envi- 
ronment) program. 

“I’m here to thank you for the 
work you are doing on the 
PRIDE cleanup campaign,” Rep. 
Rogers said. “Your local PRIDE 
coordinator, Linda Rose, has 
been an asset to PRIDE and to 
Morgan County. I want to thank 
for overseeing the cleanup 
projects and leading the way for 
the environmental programs in 
our schools. 

“It has been a record-breaking 
year for the PRIDE program. Ap- 
proximately 25,000 people in 29 
counties took part in the spring 
cleanup. I see a big difference - 
because citizens are taking more 
pride in their homes, churches, 
communities and businesses. I 
am really proud of what you have 
done here. Your town is spar- 
kling, because you have done 
such a good job of making things 
better.” 

A significant portion of 
PRIDE funding is allocated for 
the installation of sanitary sewer 
service, which has eliminated ap- 



proximately 38,000 straight pipe 
waste systems throughout East- 
ern Kentucky. 

The congressman noted that a 
long-term goal of the late Mayor 
Bob Nickell, who died unexpect- 
edly in January, was to imple- 
ment a city sewer system cover- 
ing all of West Liberty. 

“Mayor Nickell championed 
access to sanitary sewer for ev- 
ery resident in the City of West 
Liberty,” Rep. Rogers said. “He 
believed, as PRIDE does, that 
everyone, rich or poor, deserves 
to live without the environmen- 
tal compilations and health risks 
of failing septic systems and 
straight pipes. It was only fitting 
that we keep his legacy alive to- 
day through honoring the efforts 
he made to ensure the comple- 
tion of this project.” 

To commemorate the fulfill- 
ment of Mayor Nickell’ s vision, 
Rep. Rogers presented an Ameri- 
can flag that was flown over the 
nation’s capital in the late 
mayor’s honor to his widow, 
Alaine Nickell. 

The $600,000 in funding that 
Rep. Rogers delivered to city of- 
ficials will extend sewer service 
to approximately 200 new house- 
holds. Upon completion, the 
project will rid the city of 75 fail- 
ing septic systems, and provide 
city sewer service to 100 percent 
of West Liberty. 

Other guests included PRIDE 
Director Karen Engle, and Lt. 
Col. Steven Bales, of the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

The event concluded with a 
special thanks to Rep. Rogers 
from current Mayor Jim Rupe, 
and a special reception in honor 
of Mayor Nickell.

RESPONSE FROM A 
VIETNAM VET 

There has been somewhat of 
controversy going on on the edi- 
torial page the past few weeks. I 
didn’t start it, but I would like to 
put my two cents in. 

Hard feelings associated with 
Joe Nickell and Morgan County’s 
historic jail (that is now a monu- 
ment to our military history) 
stems from Nickell’ s failure to 
serve our country when called 
during the Vietnam War. That 
was his choice to make, but with 
our choices comes responsibility. 
Now he needs to accept that re- 
sponsibility and refrain from 
questioning the “flag waving” 
patriotism of his critics. His ac- 
cusation of a letter writer “ hid- 
ing behind a pseudonym” is 
laughable locally, because if he 
had lived here, he would have 
known that everyone in the 
county knows the person who 
wrote the letter by his pen name 
as well as they know his given 
name. 

I am a veteran of the Vietnam 
War. I, along with every veteran 
in this county, have earned the 
right to wave our flags and criti- 
cize Mr. Nickell’ s choice. He, on 
the other hand, has no right to 
question our patriotism by call- 
ing us “look at me flag wavers.” 
I remember the day I left to serve 
my country. I didn’t want to go 
but I did. I still remember the 
look on my mother’s face. It was 
a look of love and worry, a look 
of sadness. But I also saw a look 
of pride in her son. I saw that 
same look when I returned home. 
And on top of that, when I looked 
in the mirror, I looked at myself 
with pride. 

Mr. Nickell said “real patrio- 
tism” calls for standing in oppo- 
sition of something you’re 
against. I’ll agree with that. Stand 
for what you believe. Don’t move 
to another country and then move 
back when the heat is off. True 
patriotism and courage is stand- 
ing and facing the music for your 
actions. 

I worked with conscientious 
objectors in Vietnam. They ob- 
jected, but served their country 
anyway. I respected them. Even 
though years have passed, one 
shouldn’t expect the men and 
women who stood in his place to 
forget his choice and embrace his 
arguments. 

Having a memorial to Morgan 
County’s servicemen and women 
in no way takes away from our 
rich history as Mr. Nickell sug- 
gests. Calling our pride in that 
part of our history “self-serving” 
is insulting. 

Every year on Veterans Day, 
there is a man who calls me and 
says, “Thank you.” The feeling 
that gives me means more to me 
than I can say. My final victory 
is that those who refused to serve 
will never know what that feel- 
ing is like.

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Tighter pseudoephedrine control 
suggested to stem meth lab spread

LONDON - One Kentucky 
drug enforcement official said the 
state should further restrict the 
availability of the cold medicine 
pseudoephedrine in order to curb 
a new spike in methamphetamine 
activity. 

Stopping the networks of 
people who buy pseudoephedrine 
and resell it to meth manufactur- 
ers will require making the cold 
medicine a Schedule IV con- 
trolled substance, available only 
by prescription, or banning it al- 
together, said Dave Keller, who 
leads the Kentucky portion of the 
Appalachia High-Intensity Drug 
Trafficking Area. 

“In my opinion, that’s the next 
step we’re going to have to do,” 
Keller said. 

Prescription laws have worked 
in states facing similar trends, 
such as Oregon and Oklahoma, he 
said. 

Meth is made by using a vari- 
ety of other chemicals to distill 
pseudoephedrine is a deconges- 
tant used in some common cold 



medicines, including some for- 
mulations of Sudafed. 

Other meth ingredients, such 
as battery acid and anhydrous 
ammonia, are readily available at 
pharmacies and feed stores, too, 
but they have common substitutes 
in meth recipes. Pseudoephedrine 
is the only must-have ingredient, 
so it’s the target of the most re- 
strictions. 

After a peak 600 meth labs 
were busted in Kentucky in 2004, 
the state moved pseudoephedrine 
behind pharmacy counters and 
required identification and a sig- 
nature for purchase. That pro- 
duced a dramatic decrease in the 
number of meth labs statewide, 
federal officials said at a recent 
news conference in London, but 
since then, meth manufacturers 
have developed networks of 
middle-men whose only role in 
making meth might be buying the 
cold medicine. 

This year, 210 labs had been 
busted by May, and the state is on 
track to reach or surpass the 2004 
peak, said U.S. District Attorney 
James Zerhusen. 

There is no statewide effort yet 



to further curb pseudoephedrine 
sales, said Van Ingram, executive 
director for the Kentucky Office 
of Drug Control Policy, in a 
phone interview from Frankfort. 

“I kind of feel like if Kentucky 
does, and the seven other sur- 
rounding states don’t, it won’t be 
effective,” Ingram said. 

Indiana’s lag behind Kentucky 
in tracking pseudoephedrine sales 
helped make the Louisville a 
“smurfer’s paradise,” Keller said. 
“Smurfing” is jargon for buying 
pseudoephedrine and reselling it 
for meth manufacture. 

Not only are more meth labs 
being found, but also larger co- 
horts of people have a part in 
meth making. More people are 
being charged with conspiracy to 
make meth, since the smurfers 
can be charged with felonies as 
severe as charges for the manu- 
facturer and seller, said Kyle 
Edelen, public information officer 
for the U.S. Attorney’s office. 

A recent case that resulted in a 
life sentence for a meth manufac- 
turer came about partly because 
his network of pseudoephedrine 
buyers were able to testify against 
him, Zerhusen said. 

“We want people to act on 
their suspicions,” and report pos- 
sible meth activity, Edelen said.

Once the final environmental document is 
completed and approved, it will also be made available for public review at the KYTC District 10 office.

Signup for the Farm Service 
Agency’s Livestock Indemnity 
Program, or LIP, began on July 
13 and will continue through Sep- 
tember 13, 2009. 

LIP is a new disaster program 
for livestock producers and con- 
tract growers. LIP provides assis- 
tance to producers for livestock 
deaths that result from disaster. 
Using funds from the Agricultural 
Disaster Relief Trust Fund estab- 
lished under section 902 of the 
Trade Act of 1974, the program 
is administered by the USDA 
Farm Service Agency. 



LIP compensates livestock 
owners and contract growers for 
death losses in excess of normal 
mortality due to adverse weather, 
including losses due to hurri- 
canes, floods, blizzards, disease, 
wildfires, extreme heat and ex- 
treme cold.

Guilty pleas result in 
fines, penalties after 
Nada Tunnel fire 

Ten individuals recently pled 
guilty in federal court four caus- 
ing a forest wildfire in the Red 
River Gorge nearly one year ago. 
The fire burned a total of 70 acres 
in the Daniel Boone National 



Forest in Powell County, Ky. near 
the Nada Tunnel. At the time of 
the fire, a state- wide burning ban 
was in place, as well as a burning 
ban on national forest lands. 

“From the investigation, it was 
determined that one of the sub- 
jects threw a firecracker over the 
edge of a cliff, which resulted in 
the forest fire,” said patrol Cap- 
tain Kimberly Kipp with Forest 
Service Law Enforcement and 
Investigations. ”In addition to 
throwing firecrackers, the group 
also had a campfire that was in 
violation of the fire ban.” 

Nine of the individuals plead- 
ing guilty were ordered to pay a 
combined total of $6,550 in fines 



for having a campfire during a fire 
ban. One individual was ordered 
to pay $27,500 in restitution, in 
addition to being banned from the 
Daniel Boone National Forest for 
two years. 

“It’s important that everyone 
realizes the dangers of having a 
fire in a wooded area when the 
weather conditions and ground 
fuels are extremely dry,” said 
Kipp. “Not only did this fire con- 
sume and destroy 70 acres of 
woodland in the Red River Gorge, 
it put other forest visitors in dan- 
ger. We will continue to actively 
investigate and seek prosecution 
of all human-caused wildfires,” 
stated Kipp.
